The City Council considered a resolution granting the renewal for the 2022-2023 licensing 

period of the Combination Class B Intoxicating Liquor and Fermented Malt Beverage and Class 

A Cabaret license of Pizza Plus, LLC, d/b/a The Metro, 201 E Lake Street, Benjamin J. Haas, 

agent. Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Anderson and seconded by Council 

Member Berge “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   
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PARTICIPATORY BUDGETING 

 

The City Council considered a resolution accepting the winning Empower Eau Claire 

Participatory Budgeting projects and authorizing the contractual process. Thereupon a motion 

was offered by Council Member Christopherson and seconded by Council Member Mboga “to 

adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   

 

AGREEMENTS 

 

The City Council considered a resolution authorizing execution of the Department of Natural 

Resources Principal Forgiven Financial Assistance Agreement through the Safe Drinking Water 

Loan Program. Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Johnson and seconded by 

Council Member Jones “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   

 

The City Council considered a resolution approving an agreement between the City of Eau Claire 

and the Eau Claire Area School District to provide instructional summer school programs in 

2022-2027. Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Gragert and seconded by 

Council Member Beaton “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   

 

BUDGET ADJUSTMENT 

 

The City Council considered a resolution authorizing appropriation adjustments to the 2022 

operating budget to effectuate the temporary pay increase for Fairfax Pool and indoor aquatics 

lifeguards. Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Miller and seconded by Council 

Member Anderson “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   

 

DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENT 

 

The City Council considered a resolution authorizing the City Manager to enter into a 

Development and Use Agreement with Purple Rain Properties, LLC for business operations as a 

beverage bottling facility on property in Gateway Northwest Business Park. Thereupon a motion 

was offered by Council Member Berge and seconded by Council Member Christopherson “to 

adopt the resolution.”  

Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Berge and seconded by Council Member 

Anderson “to postpone” to the June 14, 2022 City Council meeting. Said motion passed by the 

following vote: Aye: Council Members Anderson, Berge, Christopherson, Gragert, Johnson, 

Mboga, Miller and Weld. Nay: Council Members Beaton and Jones. 

 

VOTING WARDS 

 

The City Council considered a resolution creating new election wards and adjusting the 

boundaries of election wards within the City of Eau Claire. Thereupon a motion was offered by 

Council Member Mboga and seconded by Council Member Johnson “to adopt the resolution.” 

Said motion passed by the following vote: Aye: Council Members Anderson, Beaton, Berge, 

Christopherson, Gragert, Johnson, Mboga, Miller and Weld. Absent: Council Member Jones. 
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CONDO PLAT 

 

The City Council considered a resolution approving the condo plat for Salsbury Flats 

Condominium located at 302 West Grand Avenue (File P-8-22). Thereupon a motion was 

offered by Council Member Jones and seconded by Council Member Gragert “to adopt the 

resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   

 

ANNEXATION 

 

The Council considered an ordinance annexing land to the City of Eau Claire located at  

Lowes Creek Road, Town of Washington, Eau Claire County, as shown on Planning Drawing 

No. 22-3A (Stewart/Hauge Annexation). Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member 

Miller and seconded by Council Member Beaton “to postpone” to the June 14, 2022 City 

Council meeting. Said motion passed by unanimous vote.   

 

ZONING 

 

The City Council had first reading on an ordinance rezoning property located on Oxford Avenue 

and Maple Street from I-1 to P (Z-1707-22). 

 

The City Council had first reading on an ordinance rezoning property located on N. Hastings 

Way from C-2 & R-1 to C-3 (Z-1708-22). 

 

ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS 

 

The City Council had first reading on a charter ordinance relating to the City Council and the 

reapportionment of the Aldermanic Districts of the City of Eau Claire.
